Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbynoorside  provide  this 
service. 

( d )  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at 
child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and 
in  the  home. 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on 
the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a 
confinement  or  ill-health  of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and 
infirm. 

(iii)  National  Assistance  Act,  19AS  -  Section  47.

Following  a  bad  sample  from  the  supply  to  two  cottages  at  Kirkham  Abbey 
Station ,  a  new  length  of  main  was  laid  and  this  supply  is  now  satisfactory. 

At  Coneysthorpe  the  private  supply  serving  the  village  was  put  under  strict 
supervision  and  the  results  of  sampling  over  the  year  indicated  without  doubt 
that  the  supply  was  contaminated  and  potentially  dangerous,  having  on  a  number 
of  occasions  shown  a  faecal  content.  Arrangements  for  a  public  supply  to  be 
afforded  to  this  village  are  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year.

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  new  refuse  collection  service  put  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of 
1954  is  now  beginning  to  take  effect  and  substantial  quantities  of  ashes  are 
being  collected^  ihe  absence  of  suitable  dustbins  is  becoming  more  apparent 
wufch  the  collection  of  this  different  type  of  refuse  and  the  problem  is  rapidly 
becoming  one  requiring  serious  consideration. 

Apart  from  Council  houses  the  provision  of  a  dustbin  is  rare  and  refuse 
is  deposited  in  containers  which  by  reason  of  their  size  and  type  are  difficult 
to  handle,  either  soiling  the  pavement  or  causing  undue  strain  on  the  workmen* 

Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  B rawly  Works  came  into  operation.  The  Works  treat  sewage 
and  storm  water,  and  in  this  respect  are  different  from  your  other  Works  and  it 
remains  to  be  seen  how  effectively  it  can  operate. 

The  two  Sewage  Works  at  Welbum  and  Swinton  have  continued  to  efficiently 
purify  sewage  and  no  unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  received  during  the  year 
from  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board*
